MINUTE ORDER granting in part 27 Plaintiff Center for Biological Diversity’s 

Motion to Compel Production of Records Responsive to Plaintiffs FOIA Requests. It 
is hereby ORDERED that Defendant shall process an additional 500 pages of records 
responsive to Plaintiffs FOIA requests each month. These 500 pages are to be 
processed in addition to the collective 1500-page processing rate for 
monument-related FOIA requests generally, and in addition to the specific production 
rate of 1500 pages for records related to the Grand Staircase-Escalante National 
Monument, as required by Case No. 17-cv-2825. In processing the above-described 
additional 500 pages of records each month, it is FURTHER ORDERED that 

Defendant shall process in priority records related to Plaintiffs FOIA request 
regarding national monuments in Nevada (OS-2017-00793) and records related to the 
modification of Bears Ears National Monument and the Grand Staircase Escalante 



National Monument. It is FURTHER ORDERED that the parties are to continue 
submitting status reports every 60 days. It is FURTHER ORDERED that the next 
status report must include a statement from the Department of the Interior’s Office of 
the Secretary's FOIA Director indicating the number of FTE (full time equivalent) 
positions devoted to processing FOIA requests for the prior three-month period, and 
all future status reports must include the same statement for the time period since the 
last report.
